Ulster King-of-Arms. 


The ofhce of Ulster King-of-Arms, the 
control of which is now being questioned 
in some political quarters, was for long a 
corporate body like the corresponding 
office in England; but im Ireland, as in 
Scotland, where it is called Lyon King-of- 
Arms, the. office was eventually put under 
direct Government control: 

.The English College of Arms, or 
Herald’s. College, was originally estab- 
lished. by Richard. ITI. about the same 
time as the Order of the Garter, the storv 
of whose origin is known to every school- 
boy. Its officers are appointed on the 
nomination of. the Earl Marshal, an office 
hereditary in the Duke of Norfolk. but in 
Ireland and Scotland this procedure has 
long ceased. In the English office there 
are three Kinga-of:Arms,. entitled Garter, 
Clarenceux and Norroy, with correspond- 
ing Heralds and Pursuivants; but Scot-’ 
land and Ireland. have only one each. 
Gartér is the principal King for England, 
and Clarenceux and Notroy act for east, 
west and south of the Trent and north of 
the Trent respectively. 

In all three countries the function of 
the office is to attend to all matters cf 
pedigree, honourg and precedence, and to 
make arrangements in all State cere- 
monies, but in Ireland much. of this has 
lately fallen into desuetude. King, 
Herald and Pursuivant: are attirod 
officially in tabard or sleveless coat, and 
King’s is of embfoidered silk velvet. 
Herald’s of satin, and Pursuivant’s of 
figured silk damask. King has a crown 
of. silver gilt, figured with sixteen oak 
Jeaves, slain a. gold collar inscribed 
with the letters 8.8. Whether the letters 
represent Spiritus. Sanctus is. hotly -dis- 
puted. Hérald’s ‘collar is of silver... 

‘Since 1908 the Ulstér King-of-Arms has 
been ‘Sir Nevile’ Wilkinson, C.V.O,, who 
combines with it the office of Registrar of 
the Order of St. Patrick.

Such an allocation would have solved 
the ‘financial problem, but, to the surprise 
of the Council, the Northern Ministry ot 
Finance replied that the fund had already 
been allocated towards training colleges, 
police dépéts, prisons, asylums and higher 
scientific teaching, these being the objects 
for which it was provided, It would, there- 
fore, appear that the Corporation will be 
left to its own devices to establish a 
National Gallery, unless the Government 
can be prevailed upon to take what Lord 
Craigavon calls the long view, and make 
a grant out of the Northern Exchequer. 
The Government is being strongly criti- 
cised, on al] sides for neglecting to demand 
a consolatory grant in respect of being 
cut off by the border from the Irisn 
National Gallery, whereas 1t managed to 
get about a million pounds for palatial 
parliamentary buildings and a further 
large sum for Law Cvurts in Belfast, 
where litigation is a languishing ‘“in- 
dustry.”’ 

It seems strange that the claims of art 
should have been forgotten, while prisons, 
asvlums and police dépéts were borne in 
mind. It is to be hoped, however, that 
happier times are coming and that the 
aspirations of the Northern people for 
the higher forms of culture will find due 
encouragement. The subject will be raised 
in the Northern House of Commons rt the 
earliest opportunity. 


A GREAT IRISH BISHOP. 


The memory of Bishop Reeves, the dis- 
tinguished Irish antiquary and historian, 
is to be honoured by the erection of a 
mural tablet in Belfast Cathedral. The 
tablet will bear a bronze medallion portrait 
of the bishop, together with an inscription 
describing his literary achievements, This 
decision was reached at a meeting of the 
subscribers to the memorial fund on 
Friday last, when Judge Thompson, 
Recorder of Belfast, explained the scheme. 
Interesting accounts were given of the 
Bishop’s activities, Miss Stone, of Comber, 
who remembered him well, stating that her 
father had helped him in his early investi- 
gations, especially «t Nendrum Abbey and 
other places in County Down, almost 
ninety years ago. 

The Dean of Belfast said that the 
Cathedral would be honoured by possessing 
a memoria] to such an eminent and 
learned man as the late Bishop Reeves, 
and he paid a tribute to the Bishop’s 
research work, with particular reference 
to the United Dioceses cf Down and 
Connor and Dromore.

FOLITICS AND LOCAL OPTION. 


‘The influence of the Orange Order in 
Northern politics was stressed by Mr. 
George B. Hanna, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Home Affairs; at 
a meeting of the Unionist women of 
Larne last Friday night. Referring to 
the local option campaign, he said that, 
although in its earlier stages it was 
understood to be.a moral issue, with no 
political intent, it had subsequently 
assumed such a proportion» of political 
hostility towards the Érime Minister and 
the Government that Lord Craigavon had 
been impelled to make an important 
statement with regard to his — Mr. 
Hanna stated further that a sbyterian 
clergyman had advised elders of the 
Church, and others devoted to temperance 
work, to take more interest in political 
organisations and secure the nominations 
of candidates for whom they could vote. 
Was this, he asked, a suggestion that 
elders should go into Unionist Associa- 
tions under false colours? 

On the other hand, however, it might 
be asked with equal force if a Unionist 
Association was no place for a temperance 
advocate. Moreover, there does not 
appear to be any objection to Unionist 
Cabinet Ministers and political leaders 
joining the Orange Order. The politicians 
cannot have it both ways, but that is one 
of the curiosities of their reasoning. Mr. 
Hanna declared that the people to whom 
he had referred were out for the purpose of 
injuring Lord Craigavon, and that they 
must, therefore, watch and try to ascer- 
tain the sincerity of the people coming 
into their organisations. 


ARMY OF T#E BLIND. 


There are over a thousand blind 
persons in Belfast, and the tragedy of 
their lives should make a strong appeal 
to the general public. The great majority 
of this helpless class are in poor circum- 
stances, and many of them may be seen 
wandering about, sometimes guided by a 
child, in search of charity. They carry 
with them some little trifle which they 
offer to sell, and this pitiful excuse saves 
them from the taint of begging. A few 
sit alongside the walls in storm or sun- 
shine, and there are others who play 
instruments in the hope of earning some- 
thing. In their own cause they are mute, 
and their position is very difficult. On 
the «ther hand, there is a large workshop 
in the city where about 140 blind people 
are employed, but as there are 900 em- 
ployable blind persons, the remainder 
cannot find work, and the local authori- 
ties can do little to help them. 

The subject was discussed at a recent 
meeting of the Belfast Trades and Labour 
Council, when Mr, Wallace Gillespie, a 
blind worker, explained the conditions of 
those who are “ darkened,’’ and said that 
the problem could not be dealt with 
adequately by local authorities. He sug- 
gested that the question of maintenance 
should be taken up by the State, because 
only in that way could the ratepayers 
and the blind be fairly treated. Councillor 
Dawson Gordon, who presided, was sym- 
pathetic, and said that onlv two or three 
local authorities in Ulster were ad- 
ministering the Blind Persons Act, and 
Belfast’ was doing very little. He thought 
that the Government should take the 
matter up, but all that it did was to send 
circulars out to other bodies, asking them 
to consider means of assisting the blind. 
No one would object to generous help 
being given from the parliamentary 
Exchequer for this purpose, but there 
are many claims upon it. : 


HOPE FOR THE FARMER. 


It was reported this morning that Lord 
Craigavon sailed from Wellington, New 
Zealand. on Saturday last en route for 
Eneland, and that he will arrive in 
Belfast at about the middle of next month. 
Refore leaving the Dominion he stated 
in an interview that cleanliness in every- 
thing connected with cattle and sheep, 
and especially milk supplies, appeared to 
be the keynote of New Zealand’s farming 
methods.

OPEN-MINDED INVESTIGATION, 

“In studying the subject,” said the 
essayist, “Í have an used authorised text- 

His knowledge of Christian Science 
,was drawn from '“ Science and Health,” by 
Mary Baker Eddy, and kindred volumes of 
authorised literature. Christian Science was 
a challenge to every thoughtful member of 
the Orthodox Church. It was a religion 
which received the love and trust of millions 
of people, and as such deserved open-minded 
investigation and fair treatment at their 
hands. Each should make the investigation 
for himself, unfettered by prejudice, and un- 
daunted by the opinions of others, remember- 
ing the maxim that ‘‘undue deference to 
authority leads to idiocy.’’ 

It was impossitle to give a rigid definition 
of Christian Science. It was a complex 
tlend of metaphysics, mental healing and 
theology, claiming to founded on the 
Bible, interpreted according to the precepts 
laid down in ‘‘Science and Health.” 

One of the most remarkable facts about 
Christian Science was the personality and 
influence of its foundress and discoverer, 
Mrs. Fddy. When more than forty years of 
age, after having been for many years frail 
and wasted by illnesses and nervous attacks, 
she became strong and active, and during 
the remainder of her life wrote a number of 
books. She was venerated by her disciples 
as the messenger of God to the world. 

Her princi 1 work was “Science and 
Health,” with a key to the Scriptures. It 
was a book without system, argument or 
demonstration, florid and obscure in style, 
yet containing many passages of striking 


eauty. 

FAITH HEALING, 

It was a mistake to heap scorn on faith 
healing. The effect of the mind on the body 
was demonstrated by the power of grave 
mental anxiety to undermine health, and 
even cause illness and death. Therefore, it 
was not unreasonable to suppose that the 
mind had power for good as well as evil, to 
heal as well as to hurt. 

Christien Scientists held that matter was 
of little or no importance which was incon- 
sistent. Mrs. Eddy asserted that food could 
neither help nor harm the body. If so, 
why eat food? It cost money, which had to 
be earned by hard work, which was un- 
pleasant. Why work for what they did not 
want? Even Mrs. Eddy, far from being an 
example to her followers in this respect, had 
her meals served regularly. It was absurd 
to imagine that matter would become unreal 
if one continued to deny its existence, con- 
trary to every law of reason. 

However, a Christian Scientist had to 
recognise the properties of matter when he 
took a dose of arsenic in mistake for white 
sugar. It was no explanation to say that 
the poisonous qualities of arsenic were 
“thought into it'; for, if so, how was it 
discovered in the first case? i 

Again, if pain, suffering and kindred ills 
are unreal, death should never overtake a 
Christian Scientist. The only way out of 
this awkward position was to say that de- 
ceased Christian Scientists either lacked faith 
or changed their minds as to the importance 
of keeping alive. 

FAITH IN MIRACLES. | 

Colonel Seymour, opening a discussion on 
the paper, said that there was no doubt that 
Christian Science ‘filled a religious want. He 
did not think that any religion was true or 
false as a whole. Why did this extraordinary 
cult continue to prosper? He thought one 
reason was that Protestantism had gs too 
intellectual and that it was not filling the 
spiritual want for a great many people who 
otherwise would not, take up that absurd new 
religion. It also opened a new religious 
world for women, whom it enabled to get on 
the platform to preach and read Protestantism 
kept them out of actual Church work. How 
were they going to meet that new menace 
fo Protestantism’? It was getting its recruits 
from Protestantism, and the great driving 
force was faith in miracles. In his opinion 
the only way to meet it was to try to 
revive in the great body of lay Churchmen 
the faith which Christian Scientists had in 
them. Their faith was a living one; to a 
great many Protestants their faith was not 
alive. (Ap we . 

Mr. J. fe. Ruddell (Hon. Treasurer) said 
that Christian Science, as far as he could 
see, was the teaching of orthodox Christianity 
as regards miracles, worked out to a” con- 
clusion and then put under a magnifying 
glass. He would far sooner be a good 
Christian Scientist than a man who did not 
believe in the miracles he preached about. 

Mr. R. N. Craig asia that Christian 
Scientists were on the right track of healing 
in following Christ and His Apostles, but, 
unfortunately, they could never guarantee 
cures, because no man had a perfect under- 
standing, and a perfect understanding was 
necessary before one could guarantee a cure. 
There was a lot of truth in Christian Science, 
but the fault was that it did not give them 
the whole truth, which was the fault of many 
fancy religions. Christian Science took 
Christ as the Healer only; they understood 
that, they clung te it and ignored the rest. 
It was, of course, ignorance. They could

BODY, SOUL AND SPIRIT. 

Mr. R. J. J. F. Maconchy said that Mrs. 
Eddy held that the mind was perfect and 
good and could not think anything bad. She 
ignored matter. Ali through the Bible God 
and Jesus Christ treated man as a whole— 
body, soul, and spirit. Christian Science 
threw away humanity altogether, and there 
was no variety. If the mind could think 
no bad, then there was no meaning to sin. 
(Applausz. ) 

Mr. M. W. O'Connell expresesd the opinion 
that Christian Science exis as h reaction 
against other modern religions and over- 
emphasis of death and disease.

THE FARMER AS A BORROWER. 

Mr. Walsh referred to a prevailing idea 
among mahy persons in this country that 
there is more than an ordinary business risk 
in levding money to persons engaged in agri- 
culjure. He did not subscribe to this view. 
The average farmer isa man who under. 
stands his business, and mopey wisely 
expended in the development of agriculture is 
a much safer investment than money invested 
in many commercial enterprises. 

There is an enormous field for the develop- 
ment of agriculture in this countr®, and he 
thought Le was not over-estimating when he 
said that 75 percent. of the farmers could 
utilise intermediate or long-term loans at a 
reasonable rate of interest straight away with 
profit to themselves and to the State, By a 
judicious and scientific treatment of pastures 
it was possible to increase the live-stock 
carrving capacity of the land by at least 50 
per cent, and by an up-to-date system of 
breeding and feeding the quality of cattle, 
both for beef and milk production, cou be 
greatly improved. There was ample evidence 
in official records that many farmers Mise. 
ine cow-testing associations had been able to 
raise the milk-producing capacity of their 
cows in a period ‘of pis nal el one 
500 cullons to over 700 gations per co’ 
annum. And all this on he dows without 
any appreciable imereáse in the overhead 
mBan of the farmer. .

‘If I was to get up out of bed 
now,” she said, “I would not be able to 
walk, and you can see with your own eyes 
that I am perfectly fresh and not in the least 
in astate of collapse. | have to lie here and 
wait until my sense of balance has returned. 
I would like to correct a misapprehension 
under which the vast majority of people 
Jabour, and it is with reference to the con- 
clusion of long distance swims of any kind. 
You read that immediately the swimmer 
struggled out of the. water he or she col 
lapsed on the ground. They . certainly 
s.o won g but the collapse was not due 
solely to the tremendous physical strain 
under which they had laboured.’’

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MAN CHARGED WITH DEATH 
OF BROTHER. ' 

Patrick Quilligan, a travelling tinker, was 
returned for trial to the Central Criminal 
Court by District Justice Flood at Limerick 
yesterday, charged with the. murder of ‘his 
brother, Michael Quilligan, at Ballyfreen, 
Vola,.

head. He searched the building, a cattle 
shed, .and.found. several blood-stained articles. 
After arrest the accused made a statement, 
in the course of which he said that they weré 
both drunk, that his brother struck him first, 
end he struck him several times, and when 
on the ground he kicked him on the head. 
The accused then put his brother to bed after 
iving him a drink, and when he called him 
in the morning he received no reply. As the 
deceased man. was not breathing the prisoner. 
then went to the Civic Guards barrack. ' 

Dr. John Clery, .of Hospital, said that. 
there were 14 wounds .on the head, incised, 
lacerated, and punctured, and a fracture of 
the skull. Death was due to shock and 
hemorrhage, caused by violence.

According to some of those who were 
early on the scene, the man who released 
himself ,from the wreckage returned to 
extricate the crew from the blazing débris, 
and concerning whose identity there was 
some doubt owing to the confusion, was 
Mr. Curson.

MORE ABOUT THE 
DRUMM BATTERY.

When the Dail reassembles to-morrow it 
will be presented with a lengthy agenda 
of business to be transacted during the 
coming session. - A number of bills like 
the Greater Dublin Bul and the Traffic 
Bill, two measures which arc likely to 
occupy a good deal of the time of the 
House, have been carried over since Inst 
session, and there. are also the Military 
Services Pensions measure, the Protection 
of Wild Birds Bill and the National 
Monuments Bill, none of which is new to 
the members. i 

The consideration of the Supplementary 
Estimates; the largest items in which are 
£100,000 for property losses compensation 
and £14,800 for old. age pensions, is 
likely to be productive of. debates of con- 
siderable interest. It was expected that 
last year the number of old age pensioners 
would show a decrease, instead of which 
there appears to have been an increase. 


THE SHANNON SCHEME. 

Already the demand for Shannon power 
electricity has proved so encouraging that 
within a year or two the Government may 
probably have to consider the further de- 
velopment of the scheme in accordance 
with the original plans. This wil! bring 
the total cost of the scheme to over seven 
million. pounds. . This further develop- 
ment will ,include provision for a larger 
storage of water power and electricity. 


THE DRUMM BATTERY. 

From an independent source the Govern- 
ment have received a most encouraging 
report on the Drumm electric storage 
battery.  A London expert who was called 
in to test it was impressed by its merits, 
and agreed with the Irish experts that it 
shonld be subjected to further tests. 
Already a sum of £5,000 has been devoted 
to research work in connection with the 
invention. ' 


THE FREE STATE FLAG. 

I understand that the Government are 
very well satisfied with the repo of the 
Experts’ Committee of the Imperial Con- 
ference, at which Mr. MeGilligan, the 
Minister for External Affairs, represented 
the Irish Free State. Under the merchant 
shipping recommendations in the report. 
the Irish Free State flag may be flown on 


j the high seas. 


Another recommendation of the Experts’ 
Committee, which the Government regards 
with approval,~is the suggested establish- 
ment of an Iné-Dominion Court for the 
settlement of inter-Dominion § disputes. 
This Court would be similar to The Hague 
International Court of Justice, and would 
be an ad hoe body selected from the stand- 
ing panels nominated by the several 
members of the Commonwealth. 


THE PRIVY COUNCIL. 

The Free State Government, I under- 
stand, hopes that when the “recom- 
mendations of the Experts’ Committee are 
moved: at the next Imperial Conference, 
the right of appeal to the Privy Council 
from the decisions of the Free State 
Supreme Court will be abolished. 

Travellers going abroad in the future 
will find that some alterations have been 
made in the fo: » of the Irish Free State 
passport, Instead of being issued in the 
name of the Governor-General, facilities 
are now requested for the bearer by Mr. 
P. McGilligan, Minister for External 
Affairs, the name of the Governor- 
General being omitted. In the space 
describing nationality the words in. the 
amended passport read—‘' Citizen of: the 
Trish Free State (British Commonwealth 
of. Nations),”’ instead of ‘‘ Citizen of the 
Irish Free State and of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations.’’ 


THE BALBRIGGAN 
CARAVAN FIRE. 


INQUEST OPENED AND 
ADJOURNED. 


-“ 


Dr. Mortimer Walters, Coroner for 
North County Dublin, opened an mquest 
yesterday in the Courthouse, Balbriggan, 
into the death of the two children, Eddie 
Bolingbroke (5) and his infant sister, 
Annie Bolingbroke, aged 8 weeks, who 
lost their lives in the burning caravan 
on Saturday night. 

Superintendent O'Halloran told the 
Coroner at the opening of the proceedings 
that, with reference to the evidence to 
tendered, he had to say that the father 
and mother of the two dead children, who 
were the only two persons who could give 
material evidence, were in hospital. 

So far as identification was concerned, 
however, he had a Guard who was present 
on tlie occasion, and who, as a matter of 
fact, rescued the bodies. 


GUARD’S EVIDENCE. 

Guard Murtagh, who identified the 
remains, stated that on Saturday night a 
young man had told him there was a car 
on fire at Mark’s lane, and that there was 
a child burned. Witness ran to the 
barracks, and then rushed out and got on 
a passing motor car and went to the scene. 
When he reached the caravan in the lane- 
way it was in a mass of flames. At the 
end of the caravan was the body of the 
boy, who was then quite dead. Witness 
put out the flames on the body by rolling 
it over. Some of the crowd shouted there 
was another body in the caravan, and, 
with the ‘assistance of a Mr. Richardson, 
he got the body of the second child, who 
was aged 8 weeks, out. 

To the Coroner—There were a good 
many people there at the time; and the 
father of the children was heing brought 
by. other Guards down to « doctor. 

Dr. Fullam said that he examined the 
dead body of the boy Edward, and found 
it extensively burned. In his opimen 
death was caused by very extensive and 
severe burns. The child was dead and 
the body was quite charred when he saw 
it. The same applied i: the case of the 
child Annie, 

Superintendent U Halloran said that, as 
they had not the ‘evidence. of the father 
or nother, he would ask for an adjourn- 
ment, when he hoped to be able to pro 
duce the poor father and his wife, when 
they would tell what "exactly happened. 

In adjourning the inquest for the at- 
tendance of the father and mother of the 
two little victims, the Coroner remarked 
that it was a very tragic affair. © Due 
notice would be given the jury as to the 
date of the resumed inquiry. 

The remains of the two little victims 
were borne on a stretcher to the new 
cemetery, Balbriggan, where the inter- 
ment took place.

“PROGRESS ALL ALONG 
THE LINE.” 


In reply to a question put by Mr. 
Baldawin, the Prime Minister (Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald) vesterday gave the House of 
Commons a short account of the progress 
mafie at the Naval (/onference. 

“When the Conference met,” he said, 
‘‘ there was some important preparatory 
work still to be done... Delegations had to 
exchange views before it was desirable to 
put before them the programmes on which 
negotiations were to take place. 

“The Conference has now reached the 
stage where delegations are discussing de- 
tails of requirements, The Government 
has, therefore, prepared a Memorandum 
indicating the policy and programme which 
have guided the negotiations up to now. 
This document has been discussed with the 
Dominions’ delegates at the Conference, 
and has been approved by them. This 
Memorandum, which indicates our poliey, 
has not been drawn up in agreement wita 
any other delegation. 

“ At this stage in the proceedings it is 
difficult to give anv details of the present 
state of the negotiutions; but T can say 
with confidence that progress is being 
made ail along the line, (Hear, hear.) 


NEARING AN AGREEMENT. 


“We are nearing an ‘agreement on 
dificult questions relating to the method 
of the limitation of naval armaments, 
which have been for vears the stumbling 
block to progress in the Preparatory (or- 
mission of the Leacue of Nations. 

“Sin addition. we are engaging in frank 
discussions with other delegations in re- 
gard to equilibrium in naval strength to 
be established between the Powers, _ I 
further hope that we shall ultimately reach 
an agreement also on this difficult problem. 

‘* Everything is being done which can be 
fone to prevent waste of time, but the 
House will realise that to rush. delicate 
negotiations of this kind would be likely 
to court disaster. I, therefore, have to 
plead for the patience of hon. members 
and the public at larce if progress ‘loas 
not always appear to be rapid,” 


TO-DAY’S SESSION. 


HUMANISING SUBMARINE 
WARFARE. 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald will. preside at 
the opening of to-day’s public plenary 
session of the Naval Conference at 
St. Jumes’s Palace, when. the delegates 
will discuss the problem of submarines. 

Mr. A. V. Alexander, First Lord of 
the Admiralty, will speak for Great 
Britain and the Dominions. 

It is possible that a resolution dealing 
with the humanising of submarine warfare 
will be moved. 

It is understood that M. Tardieu wilt 
place before the plenary meeting proposals 
for the restriction of submarine warf”.., 
and that they will follow broadly the 
lines of the “ Root Convention.” If this 
supposition is correct, France now proposes 
to do what she refused to do in 1922— 
namely, to ratify that Convention. The 
purpose of the Convention is to place sub- 
marines under the rules of war on exactly 
the same basis as surface vessels. This 
would mean that no submarine could sink 
or seize a merchant ship without first 
placing the passengers and crew in posi- 
tions of safety, and that a submarine 
officer who failed to do this would be liable 
to be treated as a pirate.

SIR A. CHAMBERLAIN 
AND REDUCTIONS, 


APPEAL FOR A FRANK 
STATEMENT, 


Sir Austen Chamberlain, in responding 
to the toast of ‘‘ The Conservative: Party ”’ 
at the dinner of the Oxford Carlton Club, 
Oxford, last night, referred to the Naval 
Conference. 

““I heartily. wish it success,” he said. 
“‘It has, indeed, as has been said, started 
in rather a deep fog, and that fog, in 
particular, hangs over the British atti- 
tude. I hope the fog will not, as fogs so 
often do, end in collision. Though I 
earnestly hope success may be achieved, 
I think we are in some danger of over- 
sadd]inag the success which is possible. Mr. 
Snowden, in a message which was broad- 
cast the other day, spoke of disarmament 
as being 4 necessary preliminary toensure 
peace, and almost as if he thought it was 
a guarantee of such peace. I think that 
that is a profound mistake. 

“ We shall welcome any agreed reduc- 
tion of armaments.as much as any country 
in the world, but I confess to a great deal 
of anxiety when I see that we, who have 
already so. small an Army and so small 
an Air Force compared with continental 
neighbours, are also reducing our Navy, 
not in pursuance of any agreement reached 
between the five Powers, but simply in 
anticipation of certain agreement. 

“I think the Government can help the 
country by telling them frankly upon what 
calculation these new reductions have been 
decided. Our whole history has taught us 
to rely upon our Navy as a primary 
defence. The Government might well be 
called upon to treat us with the same 
frankness as has been shown in France 
and Italy.”

Pope's . protest against the 
“-horrible and sacritigious outrages.’” per- 
petrated in Russia has ‘been received 
with much satisfaction. in English Roman 
Catholic circles. “We are proud,” one 
well-known London priest said yesterday 
to a Press representative, .'“ ro know that, 
the Holy Father has taken such a firm 
stand against religious . persecution In 
Russia. All Catholics. feel very. deeply 
for the oppressed people in. Russia who 
still attempt to practise their Christianity, 
and we in England will join withthe 
Pope on March 19th when he Meas to 
God for the spiritual welfare of Russtia.” 

It is understood that Cardinal Bourne 
intends to refer to the Pope's sppeal in 
his Lenten Pastoral letter, which will be 
published at the beginning of.next month. 


MOSCOW TO REPLY. 

Officials at the Russian Fmbassy ‘in 
Londen were unwilling to discuss . the 
Pope’s letter. Secretaries who were: ap- 
proached said that they were not in a 
position to deal with the matter. 

Eventually a reporter spoke 
Russian: Ambassador himself. 

“ A reply to the charges made by the 
Pope,’’ he said, ‘is. being issued ‘in 
Moscow. It will be. telegrahped to 
England. For myself I do not propcse to 
make any statement on the subject at 


all.” 
COMMONS QUESTIONS.

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SUGGESTION TO POWERS 
AT GENOA CONFERENCE, 
From I.svrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


| ROME, Monday. 

In view of te Pope’s stern denunciation 
of the persecution of religion by the 
Soviet authorities, it is recalled that this 
is not the first time. that the. Vatican 
has made an attempt to alleviate the. un- 
happy lot of Christians in Russia. 

In 1922, when the Genoa Conference 
was sitting, the Pope wrote to Cardinal 
Gasparri, calling his attention to. the 
térrible conditions in Russia. His Holli- 
ness asked that the Governments .taking 
part in the Conference should make 
representations to the Soviet against its 
treatment of Christians in Russia, whose 
tight it was to have religious liberty, and 
suggested that the restoration of this right 
should “be made a fundaméntal condition 
of any relations to be established’ between 
any Government and Soviet Russia. 


INSULTS TO THE. CHURCH. 

This was followed by a telegram from 
Cardinal Gasparri to M. Tchitcherin. the 
Soviet Commissar for Foreign Affairs, 
intereeding on behalf of the persecated 
clergy of the Russian Orthodox Church. 

M. Tchitcherin’s reply, which contained 
disvespectful references to. the Church. 
offered no satisfaction: . i ' 

The next step was a letter from Mon- 
signor BPissardo, the .Assistant. Papal 
Secretary of State, to M. Tchitcherin,. also 
during the Genoa Conference; asking that 
the trial of the Patriarch Tikhon should 
not be proceeded with. ‘The letter further 
expressed the Pope’s wish that he should 
be allowed to redeem at his own: expense 
the sacred vessels of the Russian Church 
which had been confiscated by the Soviet. 


REQUESTS IGNORED. 

M. Techitcherin replied - that both 
requests had been transmitted .to his 
Government in Moscow, which alone was 
in a position to deal with them. 

As no reply was received from Moscow, 
Cardinal Gasparri telegraphed, direct . to 
Lenin. This telegram also was ignored. 

Realising the hopelessness of its attempt 
to prevent the trial of the Patriarch 
Tikhon, the Vatican then asked that its 
representative should be allowed to attend 
the trial as an observer, as a Belgian 
observer had been allowed to attend the 
trial of the Russian democrats. 


POPE AND PATRIARCH. 

The Soviet Government was..at last 
moved to reply. It informéd the Vatican 
that it could send a representative to 
attend the trial, but that he would have 
to go to Riga to get a passport permitting 
him to enter Russia - : 

When the representative arrived at Riga 
he was told that the trial would not 
proceeded with. This proved to be the 
case, but the Patriarch was kept in prison 
by the Bolsbévists till he died. ‘The Pope 
made a special point of sending him food 
and clothes while he was in prison, for 
which the Patriarch was able to thank 
him by letter more than once.

BELGIAN MONARCH'S 
REPLY TO “LEGENDS.” 


From Levin's CORRESPONDENT. 
BRUSSELS. Monday. 

King Albert has resolutely given the 
lie to certain persons who have tried to 
make capital out of the interview which 
he gave to Belgizn political leaders in the 
village of Lophem, in Flanders, after the 
Armistice in 1928, when it was agreed to 
form a Coalition Government and to adopt 
univers’) suffrage. 

King Albert writes:—‘‘ I can no longer 
allow to pass without an energetic protest 
the legends fabricated wholesale concern- 
ing the monarchy, and representing it as 
having cut a ridiculous and evil figure at 
a great hour in Belgian history. These 
legends describe me as having been the 
victiin of an infrigue woven by bad 
citizens, who had made me believe in a 
possible, and even immediate, peril of 
revolution in the event of excessive con: 
cessions to demecratic ideas. 

“I regret that M. Cooreman,; head of 
the Government at the time of the 
Armistice, should have ennounced his 
irrevocable intention of resigning so soon 
as the Government had returned, and M. 
Cooreman carried out this intention 
spontaneously. 

PUBLIC OPINION BELIED. 

“ Before the end of the wer even the 
Queen and I had been in touch with the 
inhabitants of Ostend, Tournai and 
Bruges, and had had an opportunity of 
ascertaining the degree of patriotic 
exuliation of the Belgians who had 
remained under German domination. 1 
knew, from information reaching me, 
that the same state of mind prevailed in 
all parts of the kingdom. Nobody ever 
spoke to me of the imminence. or 
evcntuality of political or social troubles. 
Nobody ever tried to influence me by 


giving an erroneous and tendencious 
escription of the state of public opinion. 

“The De la Croix Cabinet wag formed 
in accordance with constitutional usage, 
and all those who were consulted, without 
exception, were of opinion that it was 
essential the new Ministry should have 
the character of ‘ National Union,’ which 
had, as a matter of fact, been that of the 
two preceding Cabinets. Any other version 
of the events is contrary to the truth.’’

THE CHAIRMAN, 

Mr. F. Allen, President, who presided, in 
proposing the toast of ‘‘ The Government of 

orthern Ireland,’’ said that the mémbers of 
the Government had men’s jobs in establish- 
ing and carrying on the Administration in a 
most critical period of their history. There 
were three points to which every constitu- 
tional Government should direct their atten- 
tion. It should, first of all, encourage the 
best nations] characteristics of the people. 
Secondly, it should raise the revenue by 
taxation as sparingly and as justly as pos- 
sible; and, thirdly, it should spend that 
revenne and any other money as economi- 
cally and as wisely as possible. The present 
Government had done its best to do these 
things, and those who need to do public 
work should be encouraged and há Cé: to 
earry out their activities once they had been 
democratically elected. The past eight or 
nine years were lean and dry years for trade 
and industry. He suggested that they wanted 
thore work and initiative in industry, com- 
bined with courage to scrap out-of-date 
methods and machinery. In the main, in- 
dustry was able to improve provided that 
there was a real desire to improve. 

In this connecticn t interest was being 
taken in the establishment of the Economic 
Advisory Committee, which will be of a re- 
presentatiye character. It would be all to 
the good to have purely economical and 
business questions removed from the party 
arena, and. inguired into on their merits as 
practical problems. He hoped that other 
Governments nearer home would pay some 
attention to this matter.

The death of a man while having teeth 
extracted under chloroform was inauvired into 
by Dr. G. A. Cohen, the Coroner for Central 
Mi dlesex, when he held an inenest at Harrow 
vesterday on the body of Sidney Latchford 
(26). a labourer. 

Mr. Charles Ceti] Rowell, the dentist, said 
that it was necessary to have an anmsthetic 
for the oneration. Latchford had to have 
five stumps removed, and when two had 
been extracted he ceased to breathe. 

Dr. T. B. Bailey, who adminictered the 
ancthetic, said that immediatelv that Latch- 
ford stopped breathing he adonted everv 
means possible to rectora him. He annlied 
artificial resniration for three-quarters of an 
hour. and also called in the aesiefanea of 
another doctor. A post-mortem examination 
was conducted by Dr. Bronte, who failed to 
find any physical cause’ of death. In his 
(Dr. Bailey's) opinion, death was due to 
shock. 

“Bhock comes on unexpectedly in 
anesthetic cases,” added the doctor, “ and 
we are unable to guard against it.” 

The Coroner returned a verdict of death 
from shock during chloroform anesthesia.

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MEETING IN BELFAST.

AN HONOURABLE PAST 
>» UF 150 YEARS.

The first meeting of the’ Royal Irish 
Academy which has been held in Belfast for 
several years took place yesterday in the 
Physics Department of Queen's University. 
Professor Macalister (President) occupied the 
chair, and beside him was iscount 
Charlemont, Minister for .Education in 
Northern Ireland. There was a distinguished 
attendance. | 


THE PRESIDENT. 


T'he President said that it was the intention 
of the Council that the meeting should be 
conducted according to the ordinary pro- 
ramme on which their meetings were hela, 
ut it was thought that it might be worth 
while to make a short statement as to what 
the Academy was and why it was holding its 
meeting there. 

The. Royal Irish Academy, he explained, 
started from a very small saree | It 
began as an informal club in Trinity College 
in 1780. They did not know its name, or if 
it had a name, and so far as they knew none 
of its minute books was preserved. Later it 
was thought that they could do better work 
for the nation by being established on a more 
formal basis, and so in 1786 they obtained a 
Royal Charter, and the Royal Irish Academy 
was started on its career, charged with the 
duty of fostering in Ireland the study of 
science, polite literature and antiquities ; and 
it was a great pleasure to have with them 
that day Lord Charlemont, because Lord 
Charlemont of the time was the first President, 
of the Academy. (Applause.) 

The Society began its work immediately, 
and in 1787 it published the first volume of 
its ‘“‘ Transactions,’’ and something like 
seventy volumes had been issued. and 
they represented by no means all the 
werk of the Academy. At first’ member- 
ship was open to anyone who paid a 
subscription, and consequently it was then 
experience that there were some publica, 
tions in the Transactions that were best 
forgotten. Now, however, things were diffe. 
rent, and in order to keep un the standard 
of scholarship, and to secure that all should 
be workers and not mere subscribing drones, 
the membership was limited, and members 
were elected annually. Not more than seven 
were elected annually, after very careful 
scrutiny, 

The President went on to deal with some 
of the famious names associated with the 
Academy, including William Rowan Hamil 
ton, Brinckley, the astronomer; Sir Robert 
Ball, John McClelland, and also Sidney 
Young and Sir Samuel Ferguson. 


THE IRISH LANGUAGE. 


“The Royal Irish Academy,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘has always been interested in the 
subject. of the Irish language. With. modern 
controversies as to the use of Irish in educa- 
tion and the affairs of daily life, the 
Academy has nothing to do. It is 
content that these controversies should take 
place outside its door, and that truth lies 
on.one side of the controversy or the other, 
and that truth, which. is great, will pre- 
Vail. There. could not, however, be any 
controversy as to the immense importance to 
philologists of literature in the Irish Jan- 
guage... The Academy was the first to 
realise that fact, and hegan its work on 
the Irish language when the Janguage was 
bélieved generally to be the right of illiterate 
apd semj-savage peasants. “he library of 
Irish literature in the Academy was the 
finest in the world, and it had placed at 
the disposal of home and foreign scholars a 
large number of texts of importance. During 
the recent trouble in this country; now. so 
happily past, the Executive of. the 
Academy had many anxious moments. 
For - one thing, as _us membership 
was limited, it could not, like other societies, 
mmcrease its revenue by the process of increas- 
ing its membership. It could not do its work 
without the sid of a Government grant, 
Which it enjoyed from the British Govern. 
ment for many years. | 

“We did not know what was going to 
happen to this grant,’’ he added, " but Sai 
pleased to be able to say that the Free State 
Government have shouldered the responsi- 
bility, and have not only céntinued fhe 
Government grant, but have generously in- 
creased it. (Applause. ) 

** \.e are here to-day,” he concluded, “* he- 
cause we are living up to our charter, We 
are the Royal Irish Academy, not the Royal 
Dublin Academy. Our charter gives us the 
whole of Ireland as our sphere of influence. 
Science knows no barriers of country, or class 
or creed, and wé are here becarse we have 
an honourable past of about 150 years, and 


+'We are looking forward to a future that will 


be worthy of the past, and we want the mén 
of Ireland to share in the honour of the past 
and, to share in the work of the future.”

IRISH FAUNA AND FLORA, 


Professor J, K. Charlesworth, in a paper 
on '“ Bome Geological Observations on the 
Urigin of Irish Fauna and Flora,” said that 
during the ice age the sea level around the 
Irish coast was about fifty fathoms lower than 
it was to-day. The proximity of this fifty- 
fathom line to the present coast agd the 
extension of the ice sheet beyond them 
rendered the survival of the pre-glacial 
animals and plants off the Western coast just 
possible. On any ice-free strip which did 
exist. nly Arctic forms could have persisted. 
A considerable fauna and flora probably 
immig-sted over a land connection. 

The survival of any but Arctic species dur. 
ing the ensuing glaciation was improbable. 
The creater part of the Irish life entered post- 
glacially over a drift plain, drained and 
severed: by a broad river and estuary or 
narrow strait. Later submergence, aided by 
pronounced marine and river erosion and tidal 
scum had brought about the present separna- 
tion of Great. Britain and Ireland and the 
formation of the Irish Sea. 


THE VIKING SWORD. 


Dr. A. Mahr, Keeper, of Antiquities, 
National Museum, in an address on the 
hg Sword, found recently in @ cranno 
in Ballinderry, mear Moate, Co. Westmeath, 
exhibited the sword and _ discussed the 
archwological significance, illustrating the 
lecture with numefous lantern slides. The 
blade has an inlaid inscription .commemorat- 
ing the name of the maker, Olfberht, a well- 
known Frankish smith, whose blades have 
been found at localities as.far apart as France 
and Estonia, and Norway and South Ger- 
many, Another name. Hiltipreht, appears on 
the silver-gilted lion; inlaid in a brass- 
coloured alloy. This was an Upper German 
name, either Bavarian or Austrian, and the 
assumption was that he. his workshop 
somewhere on the lower Rhine. probably in 
Southern Holland, where the Norsemen got 
their supply of such weapons before they 
started.to make them in their own work: 
shops. Hiltipreht. was the sword cutler, not 
7 even. 3 oe i i 

ere were two sworde of very similar form 
found in France and Norway. "They showed 
very corroded traces of a name at the same 
place. of the guillon. This inscription was 
now leyible, as the Irish sword had afforded 
the clue. A third sword, found in North 
Germany, had recently been cleaned on Dr. 
Mabr’s advice, and disclosed. the same name. 
Hence it was obvious that Hiltipreht was a 
renowned cutler who used Uifberht’s excel- 
lent blaces, and the swords were. distributed 
all over Europe by the raids of the Vikings.

D. A. Binchy, 

Minister, who chose ap his’ subject “The 
Dominions in the e of Nations.” 
The address was given under the auspices 
of the League of Nations Sosiety of the 
Berlin University, a non-political organi- 
sation, and it attracted a‘ large gathering, 
including a number of German legal 
authorities, as well as representatives of 
the German Foreign Office and the British 
ea) 

Dr. Binchy traced the gradual evolu- 
tion! of the Dominions to the status of 
co-equal\ nations. within the British Com- 
monwealth, paying special attention to 
the recently published report of the 
Experts’ Committee. The attainment of 
this status, he said, meant that the sole 
legal link between thé members is the 
Crown, which is represented in every 
nation by a different Government. Every 
Government has the exclusive right of 
advising His Majesty in all matters, 
domestic and external, which relate to 
the nation concerned. This does not at 
all mean that the members of the British 
Commonwealth will not follow a common 
policy in important .international ques- 
tions. It only means that if, and whan 
such a common policy is followed, it will 
be based on the free consent of every 
member, and not on the domination of 
one over the other. Foreigners sometimes 
think that the attainment of co-equality 
by the Dominions means the inevitable 
dissolution of the British Empire. 


A PARTNERSHIP. 


On the contrary, the Irish Minister 
declared, just because the Dominions 
have reached co-equality. they have 
not the faintest intention of leaving 
the Commonwealth.
